INO DIKE MADE 
AT SOUTH BAY 


Townsite Is Left Exposed 
To Lake Waters Driven 
By Storm Winds 


SOUTH BAY. Aug. 26.—The 
Arundel Corporation dredge, the 
Caloosahatchee, which is working 
on the dike of the rim canal at 
this end of the lake, pulled into the 
North New River canal last week 
and built a good high dike as far 
as the Florida East Coast bridge 
and then turned around and pro- 
ceeded down the rim canal, leav- 
ing the townsite of South Bay 
with absolutely no dike nor any 
protection against high water. The 
lake level is now so high that even 
A small northwest breeze brings 
the water over the top and floods 
the townsite. With the dike built 
lup and strengthened every place 
| except immedihtely in front of the 
town, it means that any bad 
northwester will pile up water ac- 
cumulated from other points di- 
|rectly upon the South Bay settle- 
ment, while a hurricane of any 
Proportions with a northwest wind 
would simply wipe the settlement 
{ off the face of the earth. It is not 
known why the Caloosahatchee 
left this part of the dike and one 
in so vital a point utterly without 
repairs and that right in the hur- 
ricane season. Probably it had or- 
ders to that effect. The question 
comes, who gave those orders and 
why? How soon may the settlers 
of South Bay expect to see their 
dike repaired? — *
